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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 


Mr  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members, 

We  submit  our  report  on  the  Environmental  Health  of 
Llandovery  Borough  for  the  year  1970. 

The  year  proved  satisfactory  from  a public  health 
aspect,  there  being  no  serious  incidence  of  disease. 

In  recent  years  much  has  been  spoken  and  written 
of  "pollution"  in  its  widest  sense,  covering  all  aspects  of 
the  environment  in  which  we  live.  This  culminated  in  1970 
being  termed  "European  Conservation  Year" . It  is  not  generally 
appreciated  that  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  all  Local  Authorities  have  been  combating  pollution 
and  attempting  to  improve  the  environment  in  which  we  live,  work 
and  play  since  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1848.  However,  the 
publicity  given  in  the  press  to  the  insidious  dangers  of  pollution 
is  to  be  welcomed,  so  making  the  general  public  and  those  in 
authority  aware  of  the  urgent  need  for  action  in  this  serious 
situation. 


Noise  pollution  is  a subject  which  could  well  receive 
more  consideration  in  the  future.  Nuisances  arising  from  general 
industrial  noise  are  of  course  unknown  in  this  locality,  the  major 
contributor  to  background  noise  levels  being  traffic  on  two  trunk 
roads  passing  through  the  town.  There  are  tentative  proposals 
for  a by-pass  to  the  north  of  Llandovery,  which  would  remove  the 
majority  of  traffic  noise  from  the  central  area.  Suitable  pre- 
cautions should  be  taken  in  the  design  stages  of  the  proposed  by- 
pass to  ensure  that  noise  levels  from  vehicles  on  the  new  road 
will  not  be  seriously  detrimental  to  other  primarily  residential 
areas  of  town. 

Although  in  Llandovery  the  year  has  been  a good  one  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  general  health  and  well  being  of  the 
inhabitants,  there  are  many  aspects  of  environmental  health  work 
which  require  constant  vigilance  to  ensure  that  the  standards 
already  achieved  are  maintained,  and  wherever  possible  improved. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Councillors  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of 
the  department  and  to  the  Clerk  and  Clerical  Staff  for  their  help 
and  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


All  the  town’s  water  supply  now  comes  either  from  a borehole  at  Tonn 
Farm  or  from  the  Llandeilo  R.D.G#  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme,  A small  number  of 
properties  previously  connected  to  the  Cynnant  Main,  now  discontinued,  have  been 
reconnected  to  an  R.D.G.Main,  and  by  the  end  of  1970  plans  were  well  advanced  to 
supply  a number  of  properties  in  the  Brecon  Road  area  from  the  R.D.C.  high  pressure 
main,  due  to  inadequate  pressure  in  the  existing  borough  mains. 

At  the  Tonn  Borehole  water  is  abstracted  from  the  river  gravels,  treated 
with  chlorine  and  pumped  to  150,000  gallon  storage  reservoirs  adjacent  to  Llanfair 
Church.  The  purity  of  the  water  from  this  bore  remains  excellent,  though  line 
has  to  be  added  to  reduce  plumb o solvency,  (i.e.  increase  the  hardness). 

Water  supplied  in  1970 

Gallons  pumped  from  the  Tonn  bore  41,247,000 

Average  daily  consumption  113,000 

Two  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  both  of  which 
proved  most  satisfactory. 

The  present  licensed  abstraction  is  154,000  gallons  per  day  from  the 
Towy  gravels.  This  rate  of  abstraction  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Llandovery  until  the  late  1970’s, 

Wastage  of  water  continued  to  be  a major  problem,  it  is  estimated  that 
approximately  20$  of  all  water  pumped  is  wasted.  Due  to  the  porous  nature  of  the 
ground  on  which  most  of  Llandovery  is  built,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  trace 
minor  leaks.

SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  existing  system  was  constructed  between  1954  and  1958  to  serve 
approximately  97$  of  the  population.  One  low  lying  area  to  the  south  west 
cannot  drain  by  gravity  into  the  system,  and  there  are  also  a number  of  small 
isolated  dwellings  and  farmhouses  served  by  individual  septic  tanks. 

A partially  separate  system  is  operated,  as  sewage  has  to  be  pumped 
from  a main  station  to  the  treatment  works,  a distance  of  approximately  1,250 
yards.  No  new  developments  are  permitted  to  discharge  surface  water  into  the 
foul  sewers. 

There  was  thought  to  be  a considerable  amount  of  infiltration  into  the 
sewers,  and  an  investigation  was  commenced  to  determine  both  total  quantity  and 
location  of  the  major  sources  of  entry. 

The  disposal  works,  designed  for  a maximum  population  of  2,750,  are 
theoretically  operating  at  75$  capacity.  Infiltration  problems  have,  however, 
caused  temporary  overloading  from  time  to  time, 

•Of  four  samples  taken  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  Authority,  three 
proved  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.  In  the  Annual  Report  for  1969 
mention  was  made  of  the  percolating  filters  not  operating  satisfactorily,  and  that 
spare  parts  had  been  ordered.  When  during  1970  the  necessary  parts  were  delivered 
it  was  found  that  the  wear  on  the  distribution  equipment  had  been  so  severe  as  to 
necessitate  complete  renewal.  Again  orders  had  been  placed  for  this  equipment  by 
the  end  of  1970  but  the  necessary  goods  had  not  been  received. 
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RIVERS  AND  STRESS 

The  River  Towy,  with  its  tributaries  Bran  and  Gwydderig,  form  the  main 
river  pattern  of  Llandovery  and  district.  Due  to  improvement  works  previously 
carried  out  by  the  South  West  Wales  River  authority,  there  was  no  serious  flooding 
in  the  town  during  1969. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A kerbside  collection  system  is  in  operation  in  the  borough,  all  premises 
receiving  at  least  one  collection  per  week.  During  the  year  delivery  was  taken  of 
a new  side-loading  refuse  collection  vehicle. 

all  refuse  is  tipped  at  a site  in  the  rural  district  approximately  two 
miles  from  the  town  centre.  Controlled  tipping  is  impossible  due  to  lack  of 
suitable  mechanical  plant,  though  as  the  tip  is  some  distance  from  the  nearest 
dwelling,  refuse  is  burnt  each  day  to  minimise  any  possible  nuisance  from  rats, 
flies  and  windblown  paper.

Rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Council  free  of  charge  to

Warfarin  bait  is  used  exclusively  for  all  control  work,  and  continues  to 
be  most  effective.  There  were  only  minor  infestations  in  each  instance,  treatment

Maesglas  Housing  Scheme  Number  6 was  completed,  with  the  occupation  of 
20  flats.  Ten  of  the  flats  were  designed  for  elderly  persons,  the  remainder  for 
general  letting.  Due  to  the  lack  of  any  rent  rebate  or  rent  equalisation  schemes 
operating  in  Liandoveiy,  these  flats  are  expensive  when  compared  to  other  Council 
dwellings.  Is  a consequence  many  persons  who  should  have  been  re-housed  refused 
to  accept  the  tenancies  offered. 

There  were  no  private  dwellings  built  and  only  one  dwelling  was  in 
course  of  erection. 

Housing  Acts  1957  to  1969 

Four  houses  were  closed  during  the  year,  in  each  instance  owners  gave 
undertakings  under  Section  16  (4)  of  the  1957  Act. 

No  compulsory  improvement  orders  were  made  or  improvement  areas  declared 
during  1970. 

Improvement  and  Standard  Grants 

The  Housing  Let  1969  amended  the  improvement  allowances,  increasing  the 
maximum  grants  from  £400  to  £1000,  and  raising  standard  grants  from  £155  to  £200. 
Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  revised  scheme.

Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  let  I960 

There  is  one  caravan  site  in  the  borough  which  has  continually  failed 
to  meet  those  conditions  imposed  upon  the  Site  Licence.  ■&  detailed  report  had 
been  presented  to  the  Council  in  July,  whereupon  14  summonses  were  taken  out 
against  the  site  operator.  Before  the  case  was  heard,  the  Council  had,  against 
the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  withdrawn 
12  of  these  summonses.  The  hearing  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of  December.

All  premises  within  the  scope  of  these  Regulations,  with  the  exception 
of  Public  Houses,  were  inspected  on  at  least  one  occasion  during  the  year.  There 
was  continued  improvement  in  standards,  primarily  due  to  informal  discussions  with 
persons  operating  the  food  businesses.  In  one  instance  only  was  informal  action 
not  achieving  the  desired  permanent  improvement,  and  a recommendation  was  made  to 
the  Council  that  legal  proceedings  be  instituted.  Whilst  accepting  the  report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Council  declined  to 
institute  proceedings.
